or every nation, once it has resolved 
o fight, picks if possible an 
op- 


ponent thai can be hurl Iwo ways 
at once. 


Molyneaux gives America Ihis grim 


warning: 


"The present outlook, in any 


event, ought to be clear. We can- 
not sit idly by and see Japan 
join with 
Hitler and Mussolini 


in a combined drive to seize 
control of more of the earth's 
surface, with only Britain to op- 
pose them, and thus to further 
their establishment of their new 
world order. This does not nec- 
essarily mean that we must fighl 
Japan. But we must be willing and 
ready to fight Japan if the Jap- 
anese war lords make a move in 
cooperation with Hitler and Mus- 
solini. If Japan should undertake 
to seize the Dutch East Indies, for 
example, we must take steps to 
prevent this by force. 


"But we must let Japan know 


beyond the shadow of a doubt 
that we will - oppose any such 


'•move-by force.'- It is not.at all 


certain that Japan will undertake 
anything of the kind if Hie Jap- 
anese war lords become convinc- 
ed that it means war with the 
United Stales. There 
arc many 


Japanese leaders, even among the 
war lords, who arc fully aware 
Ihat war with the United States 
is about the worst thing that could 
happen lo Japan. 


"And il is a fact thai the United 


States is the nearest thing to a 
natural friend of Japan in the 
world today, the triple alliance 
lo Hie contrary notwithstanding. 
In spite of all the difficulties that 
Japan has experienced 
in 
its 


trade relations with this coun- 
try, 
we arc still more important 


to Japan in an economic sense 
than any other country in the 
world, and much more important 
than Germany and Italy could 
ever be to Japan. Indeed, we are 
more important to Japan than all 
of Europe together. 


"However, we must not presume 


on this circumstance; we must 
not predicate a bluff on it or as- 
sume that the Japanese war lords 
are bluffing. If they are not bluf- 
fing and are resigned to a war 
with the United States, we must 
fight. Meantime, we must con- 
tinue to support Britain lo the 
limit as the only power actively 
opposing the so-called new order. 
The 
full extent of our 
ability 


should be the only measure of Ihat 
support."

Those figures ore small, of course, 


compared with former American, ship 
ments to Japan. In the first eight 
months of this year, for instance, 
Japan biught ,480,000 barrels of Amer- 
ican crude oil, nearly 3,500,000 of gaso- 
line and .1,693,000 barrels of residual 
feul oil. Yet Japanese purchases of 
American oil are off sharply, as com- 
pared with last year.

Great Forerunner, His work wns es* 
senllally n work of preparation. He 
represented the laying of good found- 
ations, buf he lacked some of the 
things thnt moke the superstructure 
bonuliful nnd perfect. It is a distinc- 
tion thnt we do not often moke com- 
mon— the tllstinction between whnt Is 
good and necessary under certain clr* 
cumstuhces, nhd What Is of the high* 
est and most permanent quality. 


Jesus recognized this In His great 


tribute to John. He said Hint of those 
Who had been born of woman there 
not arisen n greater than John the 
Baptist. Nevertheless he added thnl 
he Who was least In the Kingdom of 
Heaven was greater than John. 


What did He mean by this, except 


to emphasize the distinction between 
the good and the best? John belonged 
to the old dispensation of law and 
regulation, of strict ritual, fasting and 
asceticism. 


Jesus brought in the new dispensa- 


tion of love nnd liberty, n sense of 
abundant life and joy. He *iught nnd 
practiced the glory of the unselfish 
,';fe, the beauty of self-sncrifics wnere 
It wns for some highcrk end, and He 
himself mnde the supreme sncrlfice 
of the Cross: yet,' in all this, the 
emphasis was not upon loss but up- 
on gain. Ho could sny to His disciples, 
even on the very eve of His cruci- 
fixion, "Be of good cheer: 1 hnve 
overcome the world."

Wo need, even 
In our modern world, the prophets 
fiom the wilderness to call the world 
to repentance nnd to lay great stress 
upon judgment and upon-the return 
to simplicities of justice and hoiic- 
spun honesty in the ways of life.

This is, briefly, that Hawaii has too 


large a Japanese racial element in its 
population—Ihis constituting, accord- 
ing to objectors, a possible "menace" 
in critical national and international 
times. 


It is an objection which the many 


and earnest advocates of statehood 
quite candidly recognize but whose 
validity they emphatically deny. 


They point to the following: 
1. Hawaii's "Japanese 
population" 


is decreasing in proportion to resi- 
dents of other race ancestries. Ha- 
waii voters of 
Caucasian ancestry 


outnumber any other ancestry (in- 
cluding Japanese) and the voters of 
Japanese ancestry will never reach 
more than 33 per cent of the total 
vote; and after 1950 (by analysis of de- 
pendable vital statistics) will decrease 
as compared with voters of other an- 
cestries. 


2. More than 80 per cent of those of 


the Japanese race in Hawaii are Amer- 
ican citizens, 


3. The alien Japanese are dwindling 


fast. Most of them are aged parents, 
who came as immigrants. Their chil- 
dren grow 
Japanese. 


up as Americans, not as 


4. An examination of 1938 registra- 


tion figures shows no racial group in 
Hawaii could elect one of its mem- 
bers to a Territory-wide office solely 
upon the basis of race. The 83,312 
votes on the island arc divided like 
this:

pendence 


Naturally, the great new World 


war, the strife in the Orient, with 
Japan invading China, and the focus- 
ing of attention on "Pacific defense" 
for'the United Stales, has its bearing 
on the statehood issue. There is some- 
thing of a sentiment in Washington, 
lo a degree rcflccled in Hawaii, to "let 
well enough alone." 


Yet both great political parties, at 


their recent national conventions in 
Philadelphia and in Chicago, meas- 
urably encouraged Hawaii to move 
forward in its campaign for state- 
hood. 


Thus Hawaii is encouraged as its 


citizens approach the plebiscite next 
November. It is certain that Hawaii's 
422,000 people will not be satisfied to 
remain in their present status. 
It 


should be made clear, however, that 
this is in no sense a move for "inde- 
pendence"—there is absolutely no in- 


dcpcncc sentiment in Hawaii. 


What Hawaii wants, in fact, is just 


the opposite of independence—it is n 
fuller share in the obligations and 
processes of the Union.
